The new and Improved service 
is expected to be of benefit to all 
food handlers as well as to restau- 
rant owners, hotels, places where 
food is exhibited or sold. Co- 
operation of all parties concerned 
is to be asked. Sanitation will 
be required for the safety of the 
health of the public. An in- 
service training course will be 
given all inspectors and food- 
handling schools will be re-estab- 
lished for handlers. Food places 
will be graded "A," "B," "C" and 
permit* will be required of all

The figures in Mr. Moss' article 
on the cost of the Jefferson Coun- 
ty Fire Department can be veri- 
fied by looking at the records of 
the Fiscal Court. In 1947 the 
Fiscal Court spent ove.- $200,000.- 
00 of taxpayers' money and has 
not been able to reduce insurance 
rates one cent. 

The volunteer departments in 
Kenton and Campbell Counties 
have reduced their insurance 
rates to sixth class, exactly the 
same rate as the residental dis- 
tricts of the City of Louisville. 
This reduction was obtained with- 
out any help from the Fiscal 
Courts of those Counties. We 
might say that from our exper- 
ience in Jefferson County, it was 
possible possibly because the Fis- 
cal Courts of those Counties did 
not interfere or attempt to harass 
the Volunteer organizations, al- 
though local volunteer depart- 
ments have been able to secure 
insurance reduction rates in lim- 
ited areas in spite of the Coutny 
Fire Department. 

According to the minutes of 
the Fiscal Court, Claud Thomp- 
son was named as Chief of the 
County Fire Department and was 
instructed by the Fiscal Court to 
coordinate the activities of the 

ius volunteer companies 
Jefferson County and to tr 
instruct the members of 
l departments. He has never 
attempted to work out any pis 
of cooperation nor has he a 
tempted to train any firemen but 
has spent all of his time and ef- 
forts in attempting to build up 
a fire department modeled after 
the departments of large cities 
instead of taking into considera- 
tion that a fire department in Jef- 
ferson County is essentially a 
rural fire fighting problem and 
therefore very much different. 

Jefferson County now operates 
four stations which are of ques- 
tionable value only to very small 
select areas.

made. This may be done by first 
folding the material wrong side 
out with selvages even, then 
soaking it thoroughly in warm 
water and hanging carefully to 
avoid unnecessary wrinkling. 
When partially dry, it should be 
pressed on the wrong side, edges 
even. Done in this way, the orig- 
inal finish of the material will 
not be lost, the specialist said. . 

Seam finishes to be used on 
cotton dresses depend upon the 
weight and firmness of the fabric. 1 
The pinking shears may be used 
to give a finished edge on such 
firm fabrics as chambray, broad- ; 
cloth and gingham. Where there; 
is strain on light-weight fabrics, 
Miss Latzke advises a plain seam 1 
with double rows of stitching a 
fourth-inch apart. An opened 
plain seam with each edge turned 
under and stitched is recom- 
mended where raveling is a prob-

US No. 5 is stringless, of better 
quality and color than the orig- 
inal; an excellent bean for can- 

ni FORDHOOK 242 (the number 
is important) bush lima replaces 
ordinary Fordhook, the "potato 
"ima" that in hot and dry weather 
stops podding, but continues to 
bloom all summer. No. 242 is bred 
igainst that kind of weather, and 
outbears the original 6 to 1, even 
1, and has all the superb 
quality that one associates with 
Fordhook. By the way, it, too, 
freezes excellently. 

These varieties are obtainable 
of seedmen and seed jobbers, and 
local merchants can procure 
them, if reminded. 

We often are asked why to- 
laioes grow to vine and fruit 
sparsely and late, why lima beans 
shed their blooms and set few 
pods, and why root crops do most 
of their growing above ground. 
The arfcwer is that stable manure 
have been used on the gar- 
den. Manure, as compared with 
phosphorus, contains too much 
nitrogen, the plant food that in- 
duces plant and leaf growth. 
Phosphorus helps in root devel- 
opment, it induces blooming and 
fruit setting and hastens the ma- 
! turing of fruit or seed. In gener- 
I al, it is the most needed and the 
most inexpensive vegetable, plant 

I To make manure a balanced 
| fertilizer, superphosphate should 
i be used with it at the rate of 50 
pounds of the 20 percent grade to 
the. ton. It may be mixed before 
I the manure is spread or broadcast 
I afterwards, and both plowed un- 
der together. If not as much as 10 
tons of manure is used per acre, 
the amount of superphosphate 
still is 500 pounds, or one pound 
to 80 square feet of garden. 

So fertilized, satisfactory fruit, 
seed and root vegetables should 
result; cabbage, lettuce, onions 
!and greens should receive ad- 
ditional nitrogen, such as a side- 
dressing with poultry manure, a 
bushel for 200 to 300 feet of row. 

Where stable manure is not to 
be obtained, commercial fertilizer 
"high in the middle," as 3-9-6, 
4-12-8 or 5-10-5, is to be used. 
The figures on the sack stand for 
percentages of nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash, in that order. 
The amount is 1,000 pounds per 
acre, or one pound to 40 square 
feet. It may be spread and plowed 
under, or on rough-broken land, 
disked in. Used in the row and 



chopped in, it may lie above the 
vegetables' usual root-depth, and 
by coming in contact with seed — 
roots cause them to "burn up." 

In place of poultry manure side 
dressings, chemical nitrogen fer- 
tilizer, as nitrate of soda or amon- 
ium nitrate, may be used, onf 
pound to 100 feet of row. Chop- 
ping-in is not needed, as these 
dissolve freely and leach down to 
where the roots lie.
